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THE MEW TARIFF BILL 

Four Important Schedules Are 
Agreed Upon.

Washinqton, Feb. 6.— The daily scs- 
■ioni of the RepabUoui members of the 
wagri aad meM» committee, which have 
been in progrew for abont two weeks, 

have brought the tariflf bill which i« to 
be laid before the next congro.sh to u 
stage where the character of tlie meas- 
ure can be aomewhat gauged aud where 
certain of the moat important schedules 
an definitely flzed. In their confer- 
enoes op to this week the tariff makers 
bttre dealt largely with the general 
characteristics of the schedules, whi(^h 
thej have had nnder consideration aud 
deroted thenuelTea to shifting the great 
maasea of the llgnres, letten and peti- 
tloni presented to them. Four ached- 
nles have now been fairly completed, 
the chcinical, apricnltnrc, wines and 
spirits, and eartlien and glassware 
sohedales. All of tlio rates which liuve 
been decided upon are subject to change 
before the committee finishes the bill, 
bat moat of them probablj will remain 
as they hare been ° flzed in tBe flnt 
draft of the bill. 

Yesterday's meeting was the nio«t im- 
portant of the series, for it resulted in 
the framing of the agiicultnral sched- 
ule, which was made a re-enactment of 
the McKinley law with few changes ex- 
cept on unimportant jjnKlucts. The 
most important step in connection with 
this fichodule was the establishment of 
rates of $0 a head on cattle more than 
one year old and of 25 per cent ad 
valorem on cattle valued at more than 
$20 a hciul. Tlio McKinley rat*'8 on 
other livcstix k, including the rate of ^ 
on cattle lit' one year old or loss, are re- 
stored. The Wilson rates wore 20 per 
cent ad valorefti on livest<K'k, and while 
the now duty of $5 on cattle does not 
reach the McKinley flgnre of $10 on 
cattle more than one year old, it is ex- 
pected that, with the ad valorem on the 
more valuable grades, it will prove ade- 
quate to shut oat Mexican cattle. It is 
against the Mexican stock that the in- 
crease is particularly directed, on the, 
representations of western cattle men 
that their business had been ruined by 
the importations from Mexico under the 
Wilson law, which amoonted to more 
than 200,000 head 

Modi interest centered upon barlov, 
which the committee pats back to the 
McKinley duty of 80 cents a bushel be- 
cause the farmers contended that the 
WUaon tariff had turiie<l over the mar- 
ket into the hands of the Oanadians, 
while the malsters who have been using 
Canadian barley have made a hard tight 
against any increase. 

The McKinley rates have been re- 
stored on frnits aud beiriea mainly for 
the benefit of the fmit growers of the 
Paoiflo coast. The fmit exchanges of 
the conntry had prepared a schedule of 
rates below the McKinley bill, although 
above the Wilaon rates, bat th«y did not 
raooeed in having their aohedale 
adopted. 

Among the prodncta in theagricol- 
toral sonedola whioh are retamed to 
the McKinley rates are breadstaSft and 
iloe. dairy iiradaota,notatoea and aUmh, 
oaitor beans and flaxMed, meats and 
me«t prodncta, agn and ponltry, vege- 
taUea and salt. The demand of the 
fanners for the M oKinlay rate of 94 a 
ton on hay instead of the wilson rate, 
93, was granted. Ohickory is placed at 
1 cent a pound in accordance with the 
reqnests of the growers in the central 
states, who believe that they dn cap- 
taxB the h(jnie market with protectiou. 
Bates on oranges have not been flzed 
yet, but the committee haa decided to 
change the olassiflcatlaii and make the 
rates higher than those of the McKin- 
ley bill for the benefit of the Oalifomia 

illt'TCStS. 

in the cliemical schedule many of the 
Wilson rates will be retained. The 
Wilson duties on 8(uii>s and on sodas 
and kindred chemicals which are the 
raw materials of soap are left un- 
changed. The present i-ates on oils, in- 
cluding castor oil, also will be retained 
except where changes are made necces- 
sary by the restoration of duties on the 
raw materials which enter into them as 
ill the case of linseed oils. There will 
be but sUght changes in the rates ou 
paints and dye stuffs and their consti- 
tuent elements. Tlie duties on borate 
of lime will bt^ 'J cents a pnund, on re- 
fined borax, U cents, boracio acid, !j 
cents, which are comproniines between 
the McKinley and Wilson rates. The 
duties on lead in ores is* placed' at 1 
CBUt a pouud, on pig lead 2 cents, on 
white le^d and lead acetates 3 1-2 cents. 

The committee has docidc<l to retain 
the Wilson rates on wines and spirits 
throughout the wine and spirit sched- 
nlo. This schedule of the Wilson act 
wad generally higher in ita ratea than 
in the McKinley act 

The committee lia.s devoted some time 
to the consideration of manufactures of 
Iron and steel aud to cotton manofai- 
tares, but has not perfected these sched- 
ules, lu the OOttOB schedule there will 
be few changes from the present law, 
exoept in rates ou finery yams and the 
most costly fabrics. The changes in the 
iron and steel schedule will be limited 
to a few specialties, like cotton ties, on 
which McKinley duties will be re-estab- 
lished, on tinpiate, which has not been 
settled, and some forms of tipM steel 
and sargical instraments. 

No otner schedule has given the com- 
mittee 10 xench. tn>nhle as the one 



which includes earths, eartlieiuvarc and 
glassware. It has been claimed b\ 
the iM)ttery and glass interests flint the 
Wilson law has proven destructi\t' to 
their interestii and that no STstein ot ad 
valorem levies could properly protect 
Hiein. Acet)r(lingly the committee has 
deUrmined to adjust the items of tiie 
schedule to such specitic duties as will 
be e(iual to the duties of the McKinley 
law, most of wliich were ad valorem. 
On account of the decorative feature.-" nt' 
»uch w ares, whidi often are the diief 
element in their value, it is particularly 
difficult to adjust satisfactory specific 
rates. 

Plate glass has been arranged as fol- 
lows : Tnder 1« by 24 inches, K cents 
per square foot (present rate 6) ; above 
16 by 24 and not exceeding 24 by 30, 12 
oents (present rate 8); above 24 by ilO 
and not exceeding 24 by 60, the presi ut 
rate of 33 1-8 cents ; all above 24 by 60. 
the present rate of 85 cents. 

Lumber will be the next subject 
which will engage the committea'a atten 
tion. 

Throtighoat the work the policy oi 
estabUamng apeciflc rates wherever it 
wasfoand poaiible to snbstitue them 
for ad valorem has been followed. The 
intereata of farmers, it ia atated, have 
been partionlarly olMrved in flzing 
dutiea for the parpoaa of protection. On 
the other hand the inoreaae on manu- 
factured gooda, most of them have been 
on higher gradea of gooda and thoao 
which are oonatdered humriea. 

STWANOtR T OOK IN THB TOWN. 

Hs Xsgotlated For Property bat His ChMk 
Wm Not Oaod. 
Shiklet, Ind., Feb. 5.— Tliree weeks 
ago a stranger registering as J. A. Wil 
son of Newport, Ky., oame to this place. 
He claimed to be seeking a location for 
his self and sister, the latter a milliner 
(if NewiHirt. and he I'ontracted for the 
purchase of two lots, and wna receiving 
bids for the erection of a dwelling and 
storeroom. He was plainly dressed and 
his manner was calculated to inspire 
confidence. Before the time came for 
executing the necessary papers, he ex- 
pressed a wish to see some of the north- 
em towns in the gas belt, and he hiiM 
a rig from the livecynuui and drove 
away. 

This was on 'Wednesday of last week. 
Nothing since haa been heoi-d of him. 
He clumed to have several thousand 
dollars on deposit with the First Na- 
tional bank of Cincinnati, but iu settle- 
ment of his three weeks' lodging he 
gave a check on the Citizens' bank of 
Knightstown, which he indorsed, 
"Draw at sight on First National bank 
of Cincinnati, O." The check was re- 
fu.sed payment at the Knightstown 
bank, and a telegram forwardt>d to the 
Cincinnati bank, making inquiry con 
cerniiig his deposit, brought response 
that no such person was luiown. This 
has caused the persons transacting busi 
ness with the stranger to await his re- 
tarn. An effort is now making to get 
trace of hia&. 

Onrant Case Heard of Ag»ln. 

San Fkanci.sc'O, Feb. 5. — The supreme 
court of (California has handed down no 
decision ou the appeal of Theodore 
Ourant, found guilty of the murder of 
Blanci^e Lainont 31 months ago. It is 
understood that the appeal has not yet 
been considered by the supreme justices, 
but many attodm^ believe that the 
justices \ml grant Durant a new trial. 
So many important civil cases have 
preoedenoe over the I>arant oaaa that it 
is said a decision will not be handed 
down before the end of the yeinr.

Governor McKinley and Mr. Heath 
have been warm personal friends for 
many years and the former stated to 
the Associated Pre^s yesterday evening 
that he had no position of honor or 
trust within his gift to which Mr. 
Heath would aspire that he would h(>Ki- 
tate to confide to his friend. The two 
men lived at the same hotel in Wash- 
ington about a dozen years or mere, 
when Mr. Heath was a widely known 
newspaper oonespondent and the pres- 
ident elect waa a member of congress. 
Mr. HeaUi was conspicnotis in the cam- 
paign that resulted In the nomination 
of Governor McKinley for the presi- 
dency, for which the latter is nnsnnted 
in hia appreciation, as well as for the 
service ne rendfred during the contest 
ending last November. 

Gteneral Russell A. Alger of Michigan 
who has been selected for secretary of 
war, called for a short conferenoe with 
Major McKinley. He said the object of 
his visit was to say a few words for a 
friend and not to discuss any question 
of p6Iioy or to submit any appointments 
to his department. The former, he 
said, would be postponed nntil the ad- 
ministration is organized and that no 
decisions have been reached in the lat- 
ter. 

General Alger declined to say who th<» 
friend is in whose interest he came to 
Canton, or what he wanted for him. 

Concerning the question of pohcy, he 
said : "There may be occasion for a 
great ninny cliain,'es in any plans we 
might make and possibly tlietmal aban- 
don nu>ut of any policy we mii/ht coii- 
sidiT now.

Secretary Glas- 
oow said last night that reports from all 
over the district show much suftering, 
and many appeals for aid have been re- 
ceived.

The Times is in receipt of a letter from 
William Dawson, of UarriRon'a landing, 
giving his version of the affair. Mr. 
Dawson ia well known in this city, hav- 
ing done bnsineis here frequently. He 
says, amonn other thinga : 

"I live on the river front, about a mile 
^rom the postoAce of Girrlson'a landliig. 
Lapt Octnlier there arrived at this post- 
o.iice a letter for me, which had been 
forwarded to me ilrom Vancebarg. I had 
lived in the liitter ( ify fifteen or sixteen 
years. The postmaster at Garrison's 
aent the letter on to me by a friend. 
When I opened the letter there was a 
check in it for $50. The letter pimply 
stated that in looking over accounts in 
the Auditor of State's office it was found 
that there was $50 due William Daweon, 
and please find check for the same. At 
first I thought there was some mistake 
arid held the letter about two weeks. I 
heard nothin;: furthrr about the in.ttter. 
I showed it to several of my neighbors, 
and they all said it evidently was for me. 
The letter was nddrei>si'd t,< Vancehiir;;, 
where I had formerly livvd, and as I 
knew there was no other Wm. Dawson 
in I.ewiH Connty, I cincln lcd that, of 
couree, the letter was fur ni»*. My father 
was Constable here for many yean>, and 
I concluded that he had filed Home elaini 
of which I knew nothinK. I knew nnth- 
ini; of the mistake until I saw it in the 
Timee. flad I been notified I should 
have recti6ed the mistake immediately." 

From the above letter, it would seem 
that Mr. Dawson was innocent of inten- 
tional wfontHoing.

Another check forger Was nabbed 
Thursday afternoon, and ia now in jail 
awaiting a trip to Frankfort. 

It was about 3 o'clock when a young 
man entered the bank and preaanted 
a eheck i^ith the name of Mr. John 
L. Caldwell, of the Sixth ward, signed to 
it, and payable to James White. The 
body of the check waa made out for 
$100,25, but the figures in another pliu e 
called for $125. "For work,' read the 
check, and the jronng man stated that he 
had been ern|)loved on Mr. Caldwell's 
farm, near Mayf^lick. 

It waa a very clumsy attempt at for- 
gery.and Mr. C. B. Pearce, Jr., caught on 
to Mr. " White's ' game almost as ao(ui 
as he glanced over the check. 

A telephone meaaage to the Police 
Judge's ofllce notified Chief of Police Ort 
of the presence of Mr. " White," another 
forger, at the bank, and a minute or so 
later that official stepped in the side door, 
while at the same inntant Pcjliceman 
Purnell came in through the front door, 
and Mr. *' White" was placed under 
arreat. He acknowlepied afterwarda that 
he was just on the point of running, 
when the officers entered. He was lodged 
in jail to await his preliminary trial.
